A second car was then started 
and a mob of more than a thousand 
men and a few women stormed it 
with bricks and sticks.

guns and pistols, first fired a vol- 
ley into the air as the mob pressed 
on, thrr lowered their weapons and 
aimed just above the heads of the 
crowd.

Huntington said Dr. Goettler report- 
ed " a large amount of alcohol in the 
stomach and brain," that there was 
"alcohol in the liver and kidney" and 
"the conclusion is that the man was 
very drunk at the time of his death." 


Stultz and his companicns were 


killed when his plane went into a 
tail-spin, while he was "stunting" at 


an altitude of 300 feet near Roose- 
ve.t field. 


The two passengers, Edward Har- 


wood and Pasquale Castellucio, were 
killed instantly and Stultz was ad- 
mitted to a hospital. Stultz, who pi- 
loted Miss Amelia Earharfs plane 
"Friendship" across the Atlantic to 
Wales, had a reputation of being an 
unusually careful pilot. 


The district attorneys office 
an- 


nounced it would commence a cam 
paign against drunken flying at the 
Jsassau-co fields, although the 
an- 


nouncement said there was little in- 
toxication on the part of pilots. 


"The public is asked and urged to 


support aviation and become, air- 
nunded," said Mr. Huntington. "If 
there is any bad spot the public is 
entitled to know the truth and the 
force of public opinion should have 
great weight to correct any such 
evil."

FAIL TO FIND BODY

ML RAINIER TRAGEDY 


Body of Milwaukee Attorney 


Is Recovered by Rescue 
Party 


Paradise Inn, Rainier National 


Park, Wash. —OP)— Unsuccessful in 
tK". first search for the body of 
Forrest Greathouse of Seattle, who 
presumably perished last Tuesday 
when he and five other mountain 
climbers" fell into a hidden crevasse 
near the top of Mount Rainier, 
Mountain guides renewed their hunt 
today. 


The body of Edwin Wetzel, Mil- 


waukee attorney, was recovered U*e 
Wednesday after Robert Strobel, one 
of the six, h^d made his way out of 
the crevasse and down to Camp Muir 
sending rescuers after the others. 


Of the four men who 
escaped 


death after being swallowed up in 
the crevasse, three were 
injured. 


H. Brigham, official guide of the 


mountain climbers, last night ex- 
pressed the belief "-hat Greathouse's 
body never would be found. 


"Greathouse was under a chunk of 


ice when I first located him after 
the fall," said Brigham. "I cut him 
free and propped him up but he was 
badly hurt." 


Brigham, D. Y. Uradshaw of Cam- 


bridge, Mass, and E. P. Weatherly 
of Kansas City, Mo., also escaped 
from the crevasse after they had 
found themselves unable to aid Great- 
house. 
They said Greathouse was 


dying and that they could not lift 
him. 


Charles Brown, a ranger, who first 


learned of the tragedy, led a party 
yesterday which made its way to the 
crevasse where Greathouse was be- 
lieved to be lying. A guide, John 
Day, was lowered 75 feet into it, 
but "ailed to find any trace of the 
body. 


Returning to Camp Muir, the over- 


night stopping- place for summit par- 
ties at the 10,000 foot level, Brown 
made the long hike down to Para- 
dise 5,000 feet below to talk with 
Strobel. 


After his talk with Strobel, Brown 


said he thought Greathouse's body 
would be found higher up in the 
crevasse searched yesterday. 


While the guides were exploring the 
crevasse the trail behind them to 
Camp Muir was destroyed by the 
opening of fresh faults in the g'acier 
and they had to break a new trail 
back to the stone shelter hut in the 
windswept rocky saddle between the 
Paradise and Cowlitz glaciers.

You can buy just as healthy food 


at any corner grocery store, accord- 
ing to W. G. Campbell, chief of the 
department's food, drug and insec- 
ticide administration, who holds that 
the use of the world "health" in con- 
nection with foods often amounts to 
a misbranding under the food and 
drugs law. 


"It implies that these products 


have health-giving or curative prop- 
erties," Campbell says, 
"whereas 


they generally possess some of the 
nutritive qualities to be expected in 
any wholesome food products. 
MISLEADING THE CUSTOMER 
"The label claims on these pro- 


ducts are such that the consumer is 
led to believe that our ordinary diet 
is sorely deficient in such vital sub- 
stances as vitamins and minerals 
and that 
these 
so-called 
'health 


foods' are absolutely -necessary to 
conserve life and health." 


Authorities enforcing the food law 


aim to combat such claims and often 
find it necessary, 
under the food 


and drug acts, to warn manufactur- 
ers to make their labels conform to 
facts as shown by medical science 
and laboratory tests. There is no 
objection if food is called "whole- 
some" •Rhen it is, but there is ob- 
jection when an attempt is made to 
show that something ought to be 
added to the every-day diet to avoid 
serious nutritional trouble. 


"So-called 'health-giving* biscuits, 


foods and waters are 
not only a 


waste of money if purchased 
for 


their curative properties," Campbell 
says, "but 
are responsible for a 


more serious loss because their use 
is relied upon as a substitute for 
appropriate 
corrective measures, 


such as a proper diet, exercise and 
sunshine." 


There are three classes of "health 


foods" which have flooded the mark- 
et in the last few years, one learns. 


The first Includes 
whole wheat, 


/ye, oats and bran 
preparations. 


Campbell admits that such grain 
products are valuable to the diet, 
but says: 


"They are misrepresented when 


curative properties are claimed for 
them and when the maker says they 
provide 'life-giving vitamins in their 
tasty natural state.' The tendency 
to exaggerate the merits of cereal 
breakfast foods and 'health foods' 
has leceived our increasing atten- 
tion in an effort to keep statements 
regarding them m strict conformity 
with fact. Indiscriminate use of the 
word 'vitamins' in labeling may be 
impressive, but it must be proved 
that vitamins are in the product if 
the manufacturer is to avoid a 
charge of misbranding." 


The next class consists of miner- 


al waters or imitations of mineral 
waters, which Campbell says are 
sold by health resorts and promo- 
ters seeking to convince the custo- 
mer that the same benefits may be 
obtained by their use at home as 
would he derived from staying at the 
resort and following a proper diet 
and taking rest. 


"Enthuisastic and glowing ac- 


counts of the merits of these waters 
are frequently exaggerations" Camp- 
bell says. 
"We are trying to see 


that they are .both truthfully labeled 
and entirely pure and uncontaminat- 
ed. 


"The third general group of so- 


called 'life-giving' products includes 
candy containing calcium, salt con- 
taining iodine, food materials 
with 


phosphates added, bread containing 
carrot flour, crackers containing 
senna, a laxative drug and chewing 
gum containing phenol phthalein, a 
coal tar cathartic.

"There are some parts of the coun-

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MONEY AND SPECULATION 
There is a conflict between the Fed- 


-cral Reserve board and the money 
power of America commonly known as 
Wall street. The issue is to what ex- 
tent tEe banking resources of the coun- 
try shall be devoted to speculation and 
to what extent conserved for the re- 
quirements of commerce and industry. 
Wall street lays down the proposition 
that national prosperity rests on specu- 
lation and would use credit to prac- 
tidally an unlimited extent to promote 
speculation. Legitimate business when 
it is forced to pay high rates for money 
and has difficulty in securing all that 
if needs knows that th'e Wall street 
premise is false. So does the agricul- 
tural industry when it attempts to 
move its crops on excessive money 
rates and inelastic credit. 
It went 


through that 
same condition' every 


year before the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem was created and when money and 
credit were under the absolute con- 
t^ol of Wall street. 
7 Substantial- people throughout the 
United States know that the Federal 
Reserve system has rescued banking 
from control by selfish financial inter- 
ests and that it placed American cred- 
it and money for the first time in our 
history on a sound, secure and elastic 


• basis. Its worth was abundantly dem- 


onstrated when it carried the United 
Spates through the strain of the World 
war with hardly a ripple. The get-rich- 
cfuick element which-is inclined tp re- 
gard Wall street as -the source or all 
wealth and prosperity may favor turn- 
' lag the country's resources over to 
speculation.-It probably would take 
sides with Wall street in its differences 
with the Federal Reserve board. Pro- 
ductive enterprise, creative industry, 
the solid, constructive forces of the 
country must range themselves on the 
side of the Federal Reserve board. 


Wall street and the banking inter- 


ests of New York have a distorted 
view of the United States at large, of 
its financial,requirements, its economy 
and its claims to credit facilities. Indi- 
cations are that Wall street is about to 
get into collision with congress over 
Federal Reserve board policies and the 
Federal Reserve system. It probably 
would be better if the powers recently 
exercised by the board remained indefi- 
nite and discretionary. It may be pref- 
erable to attempt restrictions on spec- 
ulation by the means it has utilized 
rather than by statute. 
But if Wall 


street goes too far, as it seems dis-« 
posed to, it is likely to invite reprisals 
by congress that would be harmful to 
all interests and impair the value of 
the Federal Reserve system. 


As for the banks, themselves, it is 


plainly up to them to cooperate with 
the Federal Reserve board and not to 
play into the hands of Wall street. 
They should always keep in mind the 
fundamental fact that their deposits 
and resources are in the nature of a 
public trust and that their first duty 
is to,serve the people's interests and 
give effect and force to the laws de- 
signed to conserve them. 
\ 


BIG BUSINESS IN RUSSIA 


You might pay rather close atten- 


tion to the news of the big commer- 
cial contracts which Soviet Russia has 
just signed with big American indus- 
trialists, if you're interested in the 
workings of the Communistic experi- 
ment. The news may turn out to be ex- 
tremely important. 


Heading the list, of course, is the 


fact that Ford is to establish a factory 
in Russia to produce 100,000 cars and 
trucks a year, and that Russia, pend- 
ing completion of this plant, is to 
| ipend $30,000,000 on^Ford cars in the 


meantime. Noteworthy also is the fact 


, that American engineers 
will build 


Russian steel mills, bring her coal 


up to date and supervise the 


construction of a $100,000,000 hydro- 
electric plant, the largest in the world. 


These items indicate a number of 


things. Automobile factories, new steel 
mills and vast water power plants can 
be expected to modify 
Communism 


considerably, before they get through. 
Incidentally, a country that can sign 
such contracts ought to prove an ex- 
cellent market for American exporters 
to cultivate. 


THE MANY WHO LOST 


It is a bit unsettling to us ordinary 


folk to read about the half-dozen lucky 
ones who held winning tickets in the 
English Derby lotteries. 


An Irish widow gets^a quarter of a 


million; an Indianapolis janitor gets 
some $80,000; a Calcutta clerk draws 
down $100,000—and so on. 
Reading 


these stories, one's natural conclusion 
is that the best way to get along in 
life is to spend all one's money on lot- 
tery tickets. 


But, 
of course, there's another side 


to it. All of the money that these 
people won came from scores of thous- 
ands of other people who bought tick- 
ets and did not win. There were half a 
dozen winners and a couple of hundred 
thousand losers. 


That's the way it always is with 


speculation. 
We let the successes 


dazzle us, but we forget about the 
much larger number of failures. 


THE TOLL THE WINDS TAKE 
The United States of America, be- 


ing a wide and broad country in which 
the winds have plenty of room to get 
up steam, pays an extremely high price 
for such meteorological disturbances 
as windstorms and tornadoes. 
x 


According to figures compiled by the 


Travelers Insurance Co. of Hartford, 
Conn., tornadoes and windstorms in 
this country took nearly 2000 lives and 
caused property damage of approxi- 
mately $50,000,000 in 1928. 


Oddly enough, the worst damage 


was done by disturbances that are 
classed as high winds instead of tor- 
nadoes. Windstorms took 1860 lives 
and caused $35,000,000 worth of dam- 
age, 
the rest being due to the more 


dreaded, but apparently less dangerous 
tornadoes. 


These dangers, apparently, are more 


or less inescapable. No one so far has 
suggested any good tornado or wind 
preventive. 


100 AIRPLANES A DAY 


Another indication of the tremen- 


dous extent to which the aviation in- 
dustry-is expected to-develop in the 
near future can be seen in action taken 
at the recent convention of the airport 
section of the Aeronautical Chamber, 
of Commerce. 


This ' organization 
recommended 


that all cities of 100,000 persons or 
more must build their airports so as to 
be able to handle a traffic of at least, 
100 planes a day. In addition, it was 
estimated that at least $500,000,000 
will be spent on airports in the United' 
States this year. 


Figures such as these show how avi- 


ation is progressing. At present only 
Chicago reaches the 
100-planes-per- 


day figure. If the small cities are to 
attain this level soon—and the indus- 
try's leaders believe they will—the 
business of aviation will have to ex- 
pand to many times its present size.

shop, carbon monoxide concentra- 
on=ls likely to be excessive when- 
ever motors are allowed to run more 
han 30 seconds after the car enters 
he shop. 
Altho most repair shops have rules 


>rohlbiting smoking, sometimes even 
placards warning against it, it is a 
common thing to see men smoking 
all over the place. Not all the dumb 
are dead yet. A filling station at- 
endant wth a lighted cigaret in his 
mouth sought to put some gasoline 
n a tank; the driver of the car ask- 
ed whether it was safe, and attend- 
ant was explaining that only a flame 
can — when the accident happened.

"WE'LL FIND PERFECT PEACE" 


In all ages writers who live in ci- 


ties have been advancing the thesis 
that perfect peace may be found In 
the. country. The popular song of 
some years ago, 'We'll fihd perfect 
peace, where joys never cease," has 
been reiterated in novels and stories 
by the thousand when city dwellers 
set out to write about the country. 


Rupert Hughes is the latest one 


to add a volume to this type of lit- 
erature. Doubtless if this should 
meet the novelist's eye he will break 
anto print denying it, because he is 
about the most pugnacious novelist 
America has today. He will probab- 
ly point out that in the novel In 
question, just published, ""Mermaid 
and Centaur,"" the girl who went to 
the country to find "perfect peace6 
finally returns to the stage and fails 
to make a go of life on the farm. 
But she goes back to the stage be- 
cause there is too much peace in the 
country; she 
Is bored 
with 
life 


there. 


Now anyone who knows the coun- 


try through actual contact with it 
and not in the manner of the novel- 
ist who produces his stuff 
In 
a 


steam-heated flat is aware of the 
fact that there is no "perfect peace" 
in the^ country and neither is there 
stagnation. It is only the people who 
look at the country from a distance 
who find either or both there, as 
Rupert Hughes seems to do. 


Rupert Hughes shows his ignor- 


ance of the country in a thousand 
ways. He starts right in in the first 
sentence. He has a giant of a young 
farmer walk under his apple trees 
brushing the petals of the blossoms 
down on his hat and back, and then 
he has the farmer think it a pity 
because every blossom represented 
an apple. No real farmer could have 
any such thought. He would know 
that when the blossom petals are 
ready to drop at a touch they have 
done their work. The vital 
apple- 


forming part remains on the tree 
no matter'how many petals shower 
down. 


That's an extremely trivial detail 


and one that would not be worth 
mentioning if it did not detray Ru- 
pert Hughes and a host of other wri- 
ters like him. It is a typical detail. 
"Mermaid and Centaur" is^full of 
just such blunders "that - are made 
because the author hasn't that vital 
knowledge of the country that any- 
one who sets out to write about the 
country should have. Because of 
these errors in detail, his whole book 
lacks the sense of authenticity that 
we have a right to demand from 
vital fiction.

The young far- 
mer is the kind of person that a 
writer far from a farm would be 
likely to imagine. He is almost nev- 
er the real thing. And that goes for 
most of the other farm characters. 
They are rural improvisations and 
they seem to be meant for the con- 
sumption of readers who know no 
more about the farm than does Ru- 
pert Hughes. 


The person wlio knows the farm 


from the inside understands that 
there are the same fundamental pas- 


s on the land as m town, that 


the "perfect peace" of the country 
is on the surface only, that the 
loves and hates and fears of the 
country people are the same as the 
loves and hates and fears of the peo- 
ple in the

when he attempts to place his story 
in the country.

Start Last Log Drive 


Manlctique, Mich. —OP)— The last 


chapter of the Michigan upper pen- 
insula pine lumbering saga is being 
written. as the final drive is being 
floated down the winding Manistique 
river. 


Except for a few 'streams that 


float small quantities of short tim- 
ber, the Manistique, which derives 
its name from the Indian meaning 
crooked river," has been the only 
stream that has had log drives in 
its waters for, the last decade. When 
the 600,000 feet of .:orway and white 
pine, together with 1,000,000 feet of 
hemlock and 800,000 feet of birch, 
oak, naple, elm and bass wood, reach 
a mill at Manistique, the upper pen- 
insula lumber industry as the pulse 
of life will be at an end. 


The hardwood is included in the 


present drive, which will end nexi 
month,, and is rafted with the pine, 
and the main bulk is expected to 
reach the saw mill within the nest 
week. 


The last drive is provoking remin- 


iscing among the old time lumber- 
jacks, who like their mythical hero, 
Paul Bunyan, tell of things, gigantic 
in proportion. 
They scoff at 
tfte 


800,000 feet of pine now in the river 
and report that 30 years ago, 100 to 
125 million feet were in the yearly 
wooden flotilla that sailed into Man- 
istique. 


LONG IN BUSINESS 


Frank N. Cookson, who has spent 


nearly all his life ; the forest, hav- 
ing started work when be was 14 
in the Penobscot river region in 
Maine and coming to this district 
nearly 40 years ago, going into tne 
lumber business at that time. 


He relates how 3,000,000,000 feet 


of pine have been cut in this dis- 
trict, and tells of the history, which 
dates back to 1832 when a saw mill 
was built in the Saginaw river val- 
ley. 


"The pine forests were depleted in 


lower Michigan in 1895, and wers 
virtually extinct in, the upper penin- 
sula i 1905," he says. "Of course, 
some pine has been logged ev?ry 
year since then, but not In any larga 
quantities comparable with 
those 


days when the industry flourished." 


The pine drive in the river now 


has t"ken off ave sections of land 
situated at the head of the Driggs, 
a-tributary-of the Manistique river. 
The pine was in swamp country, 
where 
previously no lumberman 


made any. effort to fell timber. 


TELLS OF RIVER 


Mr. Cookson, becoming reminiscent 


On Upper Peninsula 


tells of the pott-era of his beloved 
river. 


"The Manistique is Ideal for drir- 


ing. 
It Is deep everywhere along 


the route, no damming being neces- 
sary to get a head of water to float 
the logs. 


"Ther«> 
e no sandbars to bang 


up the logs and cause the serious 
jams. Of course, back in the nine- ' 
ties when the river was crowded with 
logs for a distance of about 50 miles 
some bad jams did occur. I can 
remember only four drivers losing 
their lives while working this river, 
however." 


In the days past, the Cookson 


crew cut timber, had it hauled by 
teams in the early winter and dees- 
ed up along the banks of the Driggs 
river to await spring. 
About the 


middle of April, the logs were rolled 
o.. the skiuways into thi river and 
driven about 30 miles to the main 
stream, then floated to the mills and 
cut. 


The pioneed lumberman tells of the 


work of the river hog, the lumber- 
Jack's name for the driver. It was a 
Perilous life in the days of the oig 
drives on rushing waters. 


"It was their duty to see that 


the logs kept continually on the 
move, doing their utmost to prevent 
jams," he explains. "When in spite 
of their efforts, the logs piled up 
in a huge mass it fell to their lot 
to break up the jam. 


BREAK JAMS 


"Dressed in heavy woolen cloth- 


ing, his feet clad with claked boots, 
he would hop from one log to an- 
other with peavies to try to find the 
key-log which was holding the jam. 
With his peavie, the driver would 
tug at this log, then another, in an 
eifort to loosen the jam. 


"When the key-log was released, 


the "pent up logs and water wouid 
roar down stream like an avalanche 
while Hio drivers _scattered in all dir- 
ections to escape death. 
Many a 


man lost his life when he failed to 
reach the shore or bedeaux, follow- 
ing in the rear, in time to avoid th^ 
onrush of logs. The body, if ever 
found, was buried in a shallow grave 
dug along the river bank without any 
funeral r'tual—unsung heroes who 
lost their lives that the river might 
g:o on." 


The lumber veteran says the tim- 


bers were fine specimens of white 
and Norway pine, anil were cut from 
trees that were from 24 to 30 inches 
at the stump and from «fO to 11C jfeet 
tall.

BROOKHART ONE OF 


BUSIEST FIGHTERS 


IN SENATE TODAY 


His Middle Name Is "Wild- 


man," and He Smiles Like 
One After Vengeance 


BIT RODNEY DUTCHER 


Washington — The Hon. Smith 


"Wildman Brookhart, senator 
from 


Iowa, is never mentioned nowadays 
without use of his middle name. 


Brookhart is not the 
brainiest 


man in the Senate, but he has a way 
of going after 
firmly 
entrenched 


personages, institutions and selfish 
interests which is no more remark- 
able for the reckless spirit which 
Brookhart displays than for his high 
percentage of effectiveness. Quite a 
few persons have learned that 
it 


isn't safe to monkey with Brook- 
hart, who never takes anything ly- 
ing down. 


Senator Daniel F. 
Steck, Brook- 


hart's Democrati^ colleague, 
who 


was elected by van anti-Brookhart 
political combination, found that out 
a couple 
of years ago when 
he 


charged that Brookhart was a paid 
lobbyist in connection with a presi- 
dential appointment. By the time 
Brookhart finished with him Steck 
had lost most of his tail feathers and 
had withdrawn the charge. 


ATTACKED FESS, TOO 


Of courst, Brookhart made Sena- 


tor Simson Fess of Ohio look rather 
silly the other day after the ill-con- 
sidered Fess letter in which Brook- 
hart was called a "pseudo-Republi- 
can'* and a marplot. But that hap- 
pens to Fess almost automatically 
whenever anyone in the Senate un- 
dertakes to chastiSe him for cause. 


Brookhart shines when on the of- 


fensive and that's almost all the 
time. With equal fervor he assails 
the bankers, the Republican party, 
the president and the movie indus- 
try. The conservatives say he's un- 
couth, but that doesn't lessen 
the 


force of his wallops. It's true that 
he was born in a log cabin some 60 
years ago and never went to college, 
but he is ordinarily a quite pleasant 
and amiable person, with a war rec- 
ord covering the Spanish-American 
struggle, Mexican border service and 
the World War. He is rugged and 
strong, short and chunky and his 
smile resembles that of a man who 
is about to commit a long'-anticipat- 
ed murder of vengeance. 


Brookhart was on the administra- 


tion side during the last campaign, 
but it didn't last long. Before the 
conventions he was advocating the 
nomination of Senator George 
W. 


Norris. Now, in farm relief debate, 
he has become one of President Hoo- 
ver's bitterest critics, charging that 
he was misled into making 
those 


many speeches to Hoover for the 
farmers last year. His bolt from the 
Hoover farm program 
was 
even 


more spectacular and vehement than 
his campaign for the party candi- 
date. 


All along he has kept on digging 


up dirt in the Republican party's 
major standing scandal, <^the south- 
ern patronage system, showing how 
G. O. P. politicians 
in that area 


have profited handsomely by dis- 
tribution of federal offices awarded 
for nothing more than their services 
at national conventions. 
President 


Hoover is understood 
to endorse 


heartily the -wrok of Brookhart's 
patronage committee, but its popu- 
larity among other Republican politi- 
cians is not so much. 


Another example of Brookhart's 


propensities for hell-raising is 
his 


determination for reforming the mo- 
vie trust. He is pushing a, bill to 
prohibit blind booking 
and block 


booking of movie films, arbitrary 
distribution of films to theaters in 
which producers are interested and 
other methods now in use. His an- 
nounced purpose is to preserve "the 
remaining vestige of competition" in 
the industry and create possible new 
competition. 


Brookhart charges that Will Hays, 


former chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, was employed 
as "a 'fixer* to protect the industry 
against any sort of remorm or regu- 
lation through public action." Hays 
never did anything to improve the 
moral tone of the movies, Brook- 
hart says, but has surrounded him- 
self with politicians to engage in 
continuous warfare against reform 
measures in Congress 
and 
state 


legislatures. He charges, in effect, 
that Hays has been helpful in keep- 
ing the government from enforcing 
the law asramst the "Motion Pic- 
ture Trust "

"The other real purpose for which 


Hays was employed," he says, "was 
to end the 
competition 
existing 


among the producers and distribu- 
tors and to pave the way for the 
monopolization of the entire indus- 
try, including the exhibition field. 
So successful has been the plan that 
the producers and distributors of 98 
per cent of the films used in this 
country are now joined in an offen- 
sive alliance through the Hayes or- 
ganization.

Changes in the naturalization laws 


which went into effect on July 1 in- 
crease the total 
cost of citizenship 


from $5 to ?10 and mase additional 
requirements necessary, according- to 
Sydney M. Shannon, clerk of courts.

Amendments to the naturalization 


law have made one feature of the 
procedure more simple. The old law- 
required one year's residence in the 
state in which 
application is made 


while the amendment now requires 
only six months residence 
in 
the 


county in which 
naturalization is 
sought. 


The balance 
of the five years of 


residence'in United States without 
which an applicant may not come a 
citizen, may be proved by deposi- 
tions. Under the old rule, if the wit- 
nesses of an applicant lived within 
this state, they 
had to come per- 


sonally before the court to testify. 
Depositions were permissible oniy if 
the witnesses 
resided 
outside'the 


state. Now if they 
live a distance 


from the court but within Wisconsin 
depositions may be used. 


FEE TO GO UP 


The fee for making: a declaration 


of intention of 
becoming a citizen 


has been $1. After Saturday it will be 
$5, and in addition 
the applicant 


must file with his declaration a cer- 
tificate of arrival 
in the 
United 


States. This certificate is procurable 
through the naturalization 
service 


.and will cost an additional $5. 


fee for filing a petition for 


turalization will become $10. It is 
no\v $4. 


MUST HAVE PHOTOS 


At the time the person makes ap- 


plication for a certificate of arrival, 
lie must get two photographs of-him- 
self, two and one-half inches square, 
showing a full front view'of his fea- 
tures, taken within 30 days of the 
date furnished. 


After the applicant as received his 


certificate of- arrival, he may file hii 
declaration of intention. This filing, 
or the filling, of a petition for natur- 
alization, must be accompanied by 
the two photographs. 


NONE FORMERLY ASKED 


No photographs were formerly re- 


.quired of the aplicants, and under 
the old law, if they arrived in the 
United States before 
June 3, 1921, 


they didn't need a certificate of ar- 
rival. Such have been required of ar- 
rivals after June," 
1921, but , have 


been furnished free of charge by the 
naturalization department.

Negro empire in Africa, has elected 
a new patriarch, or aboona, as spirit- 
ual leader of 3,000,000 Ethiopians. 


Abyssinia has been 
without 
an 


aboona since the death of Aboona 
Math2os in December, 1926, which 
was followed closely by the death 
of the patriarch of Egypt. The elec- 
tion of the Egyptian ; - triarch took 
considerable time, and pending this 
election the appointment of a new 
aboona was in abeyance. 


Although Abyssinia 
is politically 


an independent state, the patriarch 
on Egypt holds religious jurisdiction 
over the Greek orthodpx population 
of Ethiopia, and confirms the elec- 
tion of the aboona, who must be a 
subject of King Fuad of Egypt. 
As 


soon, 
however,- as the 
Egyptian 


patriarch, Johannes XIX. was elect- 
ed, the Abyssinia government sent 
to Egypt Sahle Sedalou, minister of 
education and fine arts, to discuss 
unofficially the question of the ap- 
pointment of the new aboona. 


In Abyssinia a considerable body 


of opinion feels that aboona should 
no longer be an Egyptian, but an

known as the Copt church, considers 
it essential that the aboona should 
be an Egyptian. Further, the Egyp-

large, the prospect is for big yields. 


It appears that the corn acreage 


in the state will be a little smaller 
than it was last year but the crop 
was planted vthis year under rather 
favorable conditions and stands are 
generally good.

FEWER POTATOES

together with a high yield resulted 
in such low prices that the 1928 po- 
tato crop was the most unprofitable 
in years. As a result, farmers of the 
United States indicated that 
they 


would reduce their acreage 10 per 
cent and those in Wisconsin 15 per 
cent. It appears now that these re- 
ductions ahe being carried out and 
the outlook is for a 
considerably 


smaller croTp than was harvested last 
year. 


Wisconsin has for years grown 


over one-half'6f the nation's canning 
peas.

^•utcmotive production 
now 
havs 


their hands in the new business that 
is expected to show even greater re- 
sults than its predecessor to trans- 
portation. 


General Motors, the leader of these 


points the -way. 


'• Until only a year or so ago.1 Gen- 
eral Motors showed not the slightest 
signs of entering this venture. At 
that time everything in aviation 
eeemed still in a speculative state. 


Today, backed by substantial fin- 


ancial support and encouraged by 
greatly increased popular interest 
and patronage, aviation has become 
a more dependable source of world- 
ly income. It has fostered the back- 
ing of the automotive wizards. 


FORD IS THE PIOXEER 


Ford was the only outsider who 


dared venture into the realms of 
aviation before last year- Taking 
control of the Stout all-metal air- 
plane business, he has developed 
this into a formidable enterprise. 


'• Ford's success and that of many 
independents encouraged the bank- 
ers of New York and the automo- 
bile men of Detroit. Now vf h Gen 
eral Motors in the game, aviation 
may be on the high road .to indus- 
trial leadership even surpassing the 
automobile. 


General Motors first stepped into 


aviation, rather cautiously with the 
formation of the Delco Aviation Cor- 
poration last year at the triple divi- 
sion of the old Delco-Remy Corpor- 
ation. The aviation part of the Del- 
co business included the manufac- 
ture of ignition systems for airplan- 
es. 


At the same time, however, vari-
